Pursuant to the instructions of Captain W. P. GANHAWAY , 
the SUBJECT investigation was conducted relevant to the JACK 
RUBY trial and the following report submitted. 

Confidential Informant T-l reported that the SUBJECT a 
w-m, dob. 5-19-1Q29, now resides at 7123 Vivian with his wife, 
BILLIE JEAK CARRELlI This source reported that SUBJECT had been 
known since 3-25-19*8 and at that time, resided with his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. A. R. CARRELL at T119 Vivian street, and at that 
time was employed with the SUN OIL CUHfABI of Dallas. The interim 
between that time and 1949 was spent with SUH OIL and in 1949 
he became employed with WILKERSON PRINTING COMPANY and la#*r, 
in 1951 went with GENERAL FOODS. Source reported that the SUBJECT 
was reported at 6522 Airline Hoad in 1956, at 5911 Tremont in 
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1963, was at 7123 Vivian street. The indices of the Public Utility 
Company and the Dallas Water Department revealed tha the SUBJECT 
has had services at 7123 Vivian since 1955. 5he reason for this 
two address situation is unknown. The above source reported that 
the SUBJECT has a poor credit rating and has a slow payment reputation. 
This source stated that the SUBJECT has a reputation for a rapid 
change in employment, although they did not have the list of 
employers. He was reported to be working the Dallas College Snack 
Bar in 1962. In 1963 in April, he was reported to be working as 
a salesman, for an un-named company in Arlington, Texas while in 
the latter part of I963 and at the present time, he is employed with 
the ROBEERT C. EASTMAN COMPANY at 211 North Ervay, telephone No. 
RI 7-0095. with a residence address at 7123 Vivian, telephone number 
DA 7-519% The ROBEST C. EASTMAN COMPANY is an advertising firm.^

The indices or the Records Bureau of the Dallas Police 
Department reveal that the SUBJECT was arrested 9-26-61, arrest inn 
no. 61-92693 and charged with Drunk & Disorderly. He was arrested -

at 1:50 iH at Second Ave and Fitzhugh street, where he was in 
an autojaobile in company with one JOYCE FATE R0BIKS0H, a c/f/l7 
and was creating a disturbance. He was in an intoxicated con- 
dition. A copy of the arrest ticket and particulars of arrest 
are attached to the forwarded copy of this report. 

The indices of the Traffic section of the Records Bureau 
of the Dallas Police Department reveal that the SUBJECT received 
a traffic citation 4-20-63 and was charged with having no Operator's 
License. At this time, he was driving a I963 Chevrolet Nova, that 
was hearing Texas 1963 license EH-3429. This license was registered 
to a 1963 Chevrolet sedan in the name of JOSEPH A. WEINBERGER of 
733 C West 15th street, Piano, Texas. 

The indices of the Drivers License Section of the Texas 
Department of Public Safety reveal that the SUBJECT has Texas 
Operator's license Ho. 2676570 which expires on 3-7-64. That he 
has a traffic arrest record of 3 speeding citations, 1 failure to 
stop at a stop sign, errest, 1 illegal left turn arrest, has had 
three motor vehicle accidents and one arrest for running a red 
traffio signal light. On 2-28-1958, he was issued a warning letter 
by the Department of Public Safety, on 2-5-1959, was granted an 
interview with a DPS agent and on 2-18-60 passed an examination 
and was issued a new operator's license. 

The indices of the Dallas County Sheriff's Department 
were searched by Deputy Sanders regarding the SUBJECT, with 
negative results. 

The indices of the Dallas County Clerk's office and the 
Dallas County District Clerk's office were searched regarding the 
SUBJECT, with negative results. 

The indices of the Looal Office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation were searched regarding the SUBJECT, with negative 
results.
